-Melsheimer, according to the order prescribed in our Liturgy, after 


which Rev. M. J. Steck preached the sacramental sermon, in the Ger- 
man language, from Gen. 7:1. Afterthe sermon, the Holy Lord’s Sup- 


per was administered to the ministers, lay-delegates, and a farge number — 


of the members of the church.

Ar the meeting of the Joint Synod of Ohio heid in Columbus in Trinity week 
i ~~ A. D. 1839 an attempt was made, by the presentation of a subscription list, to 
rocure contributions for the purpose of placing the Institution upon a firmer 
oundation, of finishing fully the present Seminary edifice; and of rendering 
more secure for the future, the Professor’s salary which had hitherto been 
paid>out of the Synodieal ry. The members then t manifested 
their zeal and willingness to promote this important object by subscribing im- 
mediately about $1500, and they authorized the Board of Directors to employ 
agents to visit the churches and obtain additional subscriptions to an amount sut- 
ficient to accomplish the permanent establishment of our Institution. In June 
1839 therefore, the Board made arrangements with Rev. C. Henkel and Rev. 
C. Spielman to travel as agents through the Synodical District for several 
raonths, to solicit voluntary contributions for this object. At the same time 
the sum of 4400 was set apart to finish the upper story o1 the Seminary building
